Columbian Exposition Prizes Hawked 


Around by Members of the Juries 


of Awards—A Proposition Re- 


jected—The Affidavit. 


WORLD'S PAIR GROUNDS, CHICAGO, 


Aug m—The knowledge that another 
award had been offered to an exhibitor 
at the exposition (or a stipulated sum 
was made known yesterday afternoon 
in the national commission by John 
Boyd Thatcher, chairman of the exec- 
utive committee 
on awards. 
Mr 


Thatcher appeared in the commission 
about 8 o'clock and stated that he had 
changed his mind and determined to 
let the public help him in the matter 
he was about to bring- before the com- 
mission 
Ho then stated that he had 


heard rumors of irregularities in the 
•work of the judges in some depart- 
ments for some time, but they had been 
so indefinite that he could not trace 
them to any source. He had, however, 
managed to trace and report upon the 
last case, which leached him Saturday 
night 


lie then sent a package up to the 


clerk's desk for the information of the 
commission. It contained first a letter 
from Mi Thatcher to the president of 
the commission, which is as follows: 


I hereby report that the executive commit 


toe on awards has thli Hay discharged Mr H 
P HtKbee, u Judge In tho department ot manu- 
factures, for conduct unworthy an honorable 
man The accompanying affidavits explain the 
methods of procedure adopted by htm. whluh 
Is of Huch a nature as to justify this committee 
In tho action It lias taken The committee |C< 
flpectfuhy rtquosts advice and Instruction as 
to further dealing with this case 


JOHN BOTH THATCHER Chairman 


The affidavit recites that about Au- 


gust 14 a man called at the exhibit of 
the Carey Safe Co , Limited, of Chi- 
cago, and after stating that he was a 
judge, one of the jurors of awards, 
asked Mr. Carey what the, first prize 
would be worth to his company. 


'I told him it w ould be worth a 


good deal, there was no question as to 
that," is the answer according to the 
Bworn statement 
The affidavit con- 


tinues- "He said 'I want to say some- 
thing and I want it regarded as confi- 
dental 
If it is worth anything toyou 


to have the first prize, let me tell 
you something. Wo have picked out 
three or four big firms here to which 
we nre willing to give the first prize in 
their classes. We can fit it with the 
jury or enough of them to make it all 
right, and a little money will handle 
them.' 


'At this I became convinced that the 


whispers going around as to awards be- 
ing offered for sale to the highest bid- 
der had some foundation," continues 
Mr C arey's statement 


"And having to leave the city with 
sick brother for Buffalo, I deter- 


mined to use this fact to secure a delay 
and if possible to find out the whole 
fichcme. So I said to him, I was only 
one of tho company and could not do 
anything alone, but would think over 
the mattei and submit his proposition 
to the company 
He then wanted to 


know what I would be willing to give, 
and I asked him what he expected to 
yet, and he replied: 
"Twenty-one 


hundred dollars." I responded at once

The reading of the affidavits created 


a sensation and at once precipitated a 
discussion which lasted for over an 
hour 
It was stated by several com- 


missioners that only one side of the 
case had been heard, and it would be 
unfair to condemn a man before ho 
had been heard in his own defense. 


Commissioner Ryan, of North Da- 


kota, stated that several exhibitors 
who were "not in it" at the fair had 
determined to secure a medal in some 
manner, and they would persecute a 
judge in any •way possible when they 
learned that they had not commended 
their exhibit*. 


Mr. Thatcher was finally induced by 


the commissioner*, aided by the vener- 
able Isabella Beeoher Hooker, who sat 
near the New Yorker, tomojillfy his re- 
port to the committee, and he did so by 
amending It to read: "Suspended from 
duty pending investigation " 
| 


The matter was than referred to the 


committee on awards for investigation. 


Mr Higbee was formerly in the em- 


pi >y of a furniture house in Chicago, 
and was a designer of pavilions for use 
at the fair 
Upon the presentation of 


letters from the firm ho was recom- 
mended to the awards committee by 
Secretary Dlckinion of the commifr 
eion. 


The attempted award-selling matter 


which came to light Saturday was the 
first business of the commission yester- 
day. 
Commissioner Meyer, of Wyo- 


ming, who is alleged to have been con 
nected with the affair, arose to a pohi 
of personal privilege when the cler 
had finished calling the roll and de 
nied the charges in toto

He was accorded the

There is no truth in the re 
ports, and 1 ask the appointment of 
committee to investigate the matter 
and I make a motion to that effect.' 


The motion was seconded, and was 


about to be put by the acting presi 
dent, Penn, when Judge Massey, oi 
Delaware, objected on the giound thai 
a resolution looking to such serious 
charge should be more specific. 


Mr St. Clair then introduced a reso- 


lution which provided for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of six with power 
to employ some one competent to ad- 
minister an oath, and to engage a sten 
ographor to take all evidence in the 
case and present it to the commission 
as soon as possible.

Seratitie, Imported from Hiaeouri, 


KUlloff Herds m Illinois. 


Within thopaet week a strange disease 


haa broken out 
with great violence 


among herds of cattle in McLean county, 
and principally in the vicinity c f Bloom- 
ington, Though tbe disease is entire'y 
new nnd strange to experts, it is diag- 
nosed as keratitis, which has for years 
raged among cattle m some portions of 
the far west. It is a malignant and con- 
tegious disease of the eye. It is thought 
to have been brought to Illinois by cattle 
shipped here from western Missouri. 


It has already affected fifty or more 


cattle and stopped the sale temporarily 
of hundreds. All emmals affected die 
either importations from Missouri or 
cattle pastured near them. When one 
animal is affected 
the disease runs 


through the herd. Tbe animal ceases to 
eat and ruminate; Jthe eyeballs grow red 


ert, tears rnn[down the cheeks, 


and postnles nnd calumets form on the 
eyeballs. In extreme cases the interior 
ot the eye becomes iDilamed and tbe 
organ bursts, and the animal becomes to- 
tally blind.

A New Use for Electricity. 


Tho Illinois Central railroad has dis- 


covered a new nse for electricity. It is 
for nothing else than to kill weeds along 
the railway. In order to comply with 
legal requirements in years past it has 
cost the company about 840 per mile to 
destroy tbe weeds. With the electric 
anmhilator five miles ot weeds can be 
killed in an honr at very small expense.
